fenbach. The reading of the indict- 
ments occurred after a long dispute 
growing out of a battle between the 
attorneys for the defense and the pros- 
ecution. 
Prosecutor JTurner 
and 
Attorney 


G-eneral HogarTon behalf of the prose- 
cution insisted as the court had per- 
mitted, Smiley to withdraw his plea of 
guilty'that the indictments should not 
be read. The defense said that the in- 
dictments shed light on the creditabil- 
ity to be placed in Smiley's testimony 
in the present litigation. 


Another argument put-forth by the 


prosecution was that tne indictments 
had nevei been pushed against Smi- 
ley. "The permitting of these indict- 
ments to lie - undisposed of is simply 
the common law method of disposing 
of them when it was impossible to 
bring a conviction," said Turnei. 
He said "I object to the-statement 


of them." 


"I object," said Hulmg, for the de- 


fense. 
"I believe I know as much about 


the matter as you do," tartly retorted 
Mr. Turner.

GOV. HARMON'S RECORD 


IN PROSECUTING TRUSTS 


Washington, March 11.—In an inter- 


view given out by the Harmon "head- 
quarters here Senator Atlee Pomerene 
calls Governor Harmon "the pioneer 
trust buster" and talks at length up- 
on the Governor's record in , busting 
the trusts while he was attorney-gen- 
eral. 
The Harmon , statement refers 


to the 
Senator as the Governor's 


staunchest i'riend and supporter. 


The interview in part says: 
"During 
the time that Governor 


Haimon was Attorney-General Con- 
gress appropriated, 1 can't give the ex- 
act figures, but my recollection is it 
was from $25,000 to $50,000 a year for 
him to investigate and prosecute trust 
violations, together with other busi- 
ness of that department. Wiekersham 
has been given from $200,000 to $500,- 
000. 


"We cannot judge of the value of 


the service which was rendered to the 


Government in the enforcement of the 
Sherman anti-trust law by the num- 
ber of cases each attorney-general 
brought, but it must be judged rather 
by the success the department had by 
having the law construed favorably 
to the Government at a time when the 
decisions of the courts were all against 
the Government. And, as 
the law 


was declared in the cases which 
lu» 


brought and prosecuted, so it 
has 


been sustained ever since, with only 
one modification, and that was wnen 
the United States Supreme court in 
the' Standard Oil and Tobacco cases 
held that the words 'in restraint ot 
trade' meant 'undue or unreasonable 
restraint of trade.' "

The population of Morelos num- 
bers about 
175,000, a majority of 


whom are of pure Indian blood," de- 
scended from the old Tiahuicas, the 
primitive Otomis in some portions, 
and the Aztecs, who came to the 
country as conquerors about 1430. 
These people retain their old lan- 
guage, customs and, it is said, much 
' their old religion. The most stub- 
born resistance has come from these 
mountain men, notably in the pueblo 
of Santa Maria, six or seven miles 
north of Cuernavaca. 


Years ago Santa Maria, owned land 


of considerable extent above the plan- 
tation of Temixco, one of the largest 
in the state. 
In some manner the 


state government sold this laud to 
plantation owners and the money ac- 
cruing was 
offered to the pueblo 


which refused it. 
Then the water 
supply of Santa Maria was taken by 
the same plantation. When the rev- 
olution broke out Santa Maria, Huit- 
zilac, Tepotzlan and all the smaller 
villages embraced Zapata's cause on 
his promise to restore the land and 
water rights alleged to have been 
stolen from them. 


Zapata, who lived at Villa Ayala, 


in the central part of the state, bail 
his own followers, aided by the re- 
leased prisoners and was joined by 
many discontented plantation labor- 
ers. 


There are some 35 to 40 large su- 
gar plantations in Morelos, occupy- 
ing practically all 
the best land, 
owned either by Spaniards or Mexi- 
cans and administered by managers, 
as the owners generally are absent, 
the usual results of absentee land- 
lordism have followed. 
Each plan- 
tation has a "store," where prices aie 
high, supplies poor and employers 
arrogant.

I HAT to1serve for refreshments sometimes bothers a hostess. Novelty 


of course is desirable, but the substantial should not be sacrificed for 
the novel. For, as a rule, when the time comes for refreshments, 
guests,"especially if they have been dancing, are hungry. 


""Sandwiches, fried oysters, salads, cakes and ices are always stand-byes, 


with chocolate, coffee, 'grape-juice, lemonade and fruit punch for drinks. On 
this foundation, one can ring as much variety as Is desired, and serve th-se 
things in as da,inty a fashion as possible. The question of cost largely con- 
trols this. 
For sandwiches, the bread should of course be cut thin, arid the crusts 


be removed.. TJney are daintier in appearance, if the bread is cut in pretty 
shapes. Salad sandwiches, and those with any sort of soft filling, should 
>not- be made until about ready to be served, if possible. 
.' A very deliciojis_san"dwich,wnich was evolved by the hostess and which 


woS unstinted commendation at a little affair recently, was made of chopped 
nuts and raisins mixed with plain gelatine. The nuts were a mixture of 
English walnuts, almonds, brazil nuts, and peanuts, ground in a chopper in 
'moderate sized pieces. The raisins were seeded and cut into small pieces 
IThe gelatine was the plain, clear kind, flavored with lemon and orange. It 
was made very stiff, the nuts and raisins mixed in it, and the whole spread, 
,at the last minute, between the buttered bread. 


Cocoanut sandwiches are delicious. To make them, take a cupful of 


.freshly grated cocoanut, half a cupful of nuts ground fine, a teaspoonful of 
Hemon juice, two teaspoonfuls of powdered sugar, and three tablespoonfuls of 
Ithick cream worked In. Spread this mixture between Ithe bread and butter. • 
. 
Grated cheese creamed with an equal quantity of butter spread on thin 


slices of bread, and sprinkled with minced watercress is appetizing. 
' 
A very good filling for sandwiches may be made of two cupfuls of cream 


'or milk, two large tablespoonfuls of flour, the yolks of four eggs, butter the 
size of an egg, a teaspoonful each of salt and mixed mustard, and pepper to 
taste. Beat the yolks of the eggs first, then mix in the other ingredients, 
and cook in a double boiler, stirring constantly to prevent lumps. When 
cool beat in the juice of one lemon. Then add any finely ground meat that 
may be preferred. Finely chopped watercress, lettuce, celery or olives may 
also be added if wished. Spread the mixture between bread and butter and 
you have substantial, delicious and appetizing sandwiches. 


For a salad a little out of the ordinary, take a small can of French peas 


and stew gently in their own liquor. Season with salt, pepper and a pinch 
of sugar. When the liquor hari" been all absorbed, cool, and then add a half 
pound_of English walnut kernels chopped. Pour over the mixture a half cup- 
ful of mayonnaise and serve on lettuce leaves. 


Another delicious salad is made of crisp white lettuce leaves, sliced 


red peppers, chopped olives and a few slices of cucumbers. For this, use a 
French dressing. 


A little more substantial Is a salad made of chopped pecan nut kernels 


mixed with twice their bulk of cream cheese. Add a little thick cream to aid 
their mixing. Season with pepper and salt and make into tiny balls. Pare 
good tart apples, remove cores and slice into rings about half an inch thick. 
Arrange the slices of apple on lettuce leaves, and put a cheese ball In the 
centre of each 
Serve with a French dressing, made with lemon juice In- 


stead of vinegar.

KEEPING BOOKS FOR HENS

OMB mterwitlng teats of the eont of pro- 


ducing 'eggs was conducted by me at 


the college 'experiment station recently. In 
these tests single-comb White Leghorns were 
used, five pullets and a cockerel being given 
a run of but ^0x10 feet, to which space was 
the house,, so; that they were in close con- 
finement. The house was a 6x3H-foot brood- 
er. coop rearranged for .their use. Half WM 
used for roosting quarters and rbalf for a 
scratchinr shed; •

- This scratching shed, was kept well 
bedded..wjtn straw, about eight finches deep. 
and a large part of the whole grain given 
the •; fowls was fed here, though some were 
fed In the:yard to induce UiedtowlSjto scratch 


' 
outside when 'the weather' ^permitted. 
The 


front of the house consisted, of two doors, 
which were either wide open, or partly so, 
even In the coldest winter weather. No ill 


effects were noticed and the; egg recordyand 
general vitality of the flock showed that:,they 
were benefited by the more nearly natural 
conditions, although the cold 
sometimes 


seemed extreme for them. 
, As the soil was rather j heavy, "ev***1 
inches of sawdust were spread-on the ground, 
so that the chickens-did nof track In cpld, 
wet mud, and had' a good scratching plape 
which dried rapidly after; a'. rain. 
; 


A dry mash was;fed them In hoppers and 


whole grain, oats in the morning and wheat 
in the afternoon, strewn in "the Utter. The 
fowls ate pniy""about one-thlrd;'as"much' oats 
as wheat, but as there were bats and bar- 
ley v in the ..mash;, they vprobably:;-;madek up 
deficiencies; there. . The mash, which,was;.fed 
"dry and Kept constantly 'before them/^con- 
slsted of two parts of bran to one of ground 
corn and one of ground- oats and barley. 
Other hoppers to which they had ^aeicess all 


the time held beef scrap, charcoal, grit and 
ground shell. A good supply of kale was 
kept before them to pick at, and good fresh 
water was-always within easy reach. 


They were;aU apparently In good' health 


throughout the- experiment, but. on the last 
day the pullet numbered 2 was found dead 
In the pen without apparent cause, though 
she had been laying up to that day. 


The following record of the amount and 


cost of the feed from November to May Is 
interesting In the light of the production 
records: 
IBS; pounds of wheat; $2.22; 66% 


pounds of oats, 88 cents; 13 pounds of bran, 
15 -cents: 7% pounds of ground oats and 
barley, 10% cents; 9 pounds of beef scrap.

5% pounds of gritf B%" cents;"-'-'.6%' pounds of 
shells, 5% 'cents; 5&'pound's of ground corn, 
8% cents; total cost, $3.92%.

the same at the end of the experiment, six 
months later. She laid 113 eggs, valued at 
$3.35, averaging about 2.01 ounces each. Pul- 
let No. 2 weighed 8,pounds 4 ounces in the 
beginning, but gained 3 ounces. She laid ll2 
eggs, valued at $2.TS, averaging in weight 
2.0B ounces each. 
Pullet No. 3 weighed 3 


pounds 2 ounces and gained-12 ounces. She 
laid 101 eggs, valued at $2.39, "id averaging 
2.08 ounces each In weight 
Pullet No. 4 


weighed. 3 pounds 12 ounces In the beginning, 
but lost 3 ounces. She laid 113 eggs, valued 
at $2.94 and averaging 2.15 ounces. Bullet 
No. S weighed 3 pounds 2 Dunces at the be- 
ginning arid but 2 pounds 6 ounces in May; 
her laying record was 99 eggs, valued at 
$2.23, and averaging :1;8 ounces.

Thus: it is seen that the total expenditure 


for the five pullets and the cockerel was but 
$3.92%, while the Income "from the eggs was 
$12.66; leaving a profit, if the work In caring 
for the chickens is not counted, of $8.74. 


SORGHUM POISONING CATTLE

A GAIN reports are coming In regarding 
A. the poisoning of cattle on sorghum. 
Every year this plant take* its fearful toll. 
Always it is the same »tory—» bunch of cat- 
tle were turned Into » field of second growth 
or stunted sorghum and most of them died 
before they could be driven out. So deadly 
is the poison that a few mouthfuls are suf- 
ficient to produce death.

avail and even though an antidote were 
known there is little or no time In which 
to use it

It was formerly supposed that only the 


saccharine sorghums were harmful, but now 
we know that under similar conditions of 
growth kafilr corn at least Is fatal.

SOURtpE OF POTASH 
[N A recent geological .survey report on 


-••potash; the-hope le expressed that, every 


salt producer in the United States will in 
the -future, when boring, or 'otherwise ex- 
ploring for salt, be on the lookout for pos- 
sible occurrences'of potash compounds. 'At 
present the geological survey has a .deep- 
drilling ;par-ty at. work in the arid west, where 
vast deposits of salt are known to exist. In 
an endeavor to find possible sources of 
potash and.nitrate of soda—two of the three 
essential elements of "complete fertilizer," 
a recognized necessity for successful agri- 
culture.— . 
• • • • . 
The Department of Agriculture has also 


been conducting special Investigations in the 
west in search of potash deposits, and Sec- 
retary Wilson now announces that they have 
been found in large quantities. If the me- 
chanical details for the production of the 
potash work out successfully, as anticipated, 
the indications are that there will be more 
than ample supply for the annual needs ot 
the United States, which now require tht= 
importation of over''$10.000,000 worth of pot- 
a'sh. Further Information on this subject of 
the discovery of American sources of potash 
will be withheld until congress assembles, 
when it will be communicated to the legisla- 
tive committees having the matter in charge.

T TAKES only 760 years to wash an Inch 


of soil off the face of the United States. 


If you should try to catch all the matter that 
is being washed to the ocean by the .rivers 
of the United States, it would take you 760 
years "'to catch enough to cover the United 
States one inch deep. 


That doesn't mean much, does it? 
At 


that rate you could almost put the entire 
wash for one year In your pocket 
It would 


make a block only one mile square and 581 
feet deep. That Is a little more than a third 
of' a cubic mile and weighs but 610.000.000 
tons.

SAVING SEEDS FOR NUT CROPS

T IS a well-known rule In planting seeds 
tr select the best specimen*. Why should 


it not he so with nuts and tree seeds? No, 
you generally eat the best and if any c.-e 
planted, .plant the refuse. 


Most nuts should be 
rrnlned and care- 


fully "layered" this fall.

Don't remove the bark from either the 


black walnut or butternut. It does not mako 
so much difference with the common walnut. 
No nut must be allowed to get dry. After 
layering, keep the box In the cellar until 
frwcln* weather, then »ot out where It will

machinery. A coat of oil or paint will do 
much to prolong the life of many farm im- 
plements, as. we]1..as,-buildings..,,;.-. • , , , - , . . : 


In" these^remark's' we""do hot wish to ad- 


vocate unceasing toil for the farmer or his 
family, for it is certainly an advantage to 
himself. and those .dependent upon the farm, 
that work isr" less1 pressing in winter. Sum- 
mer days are long and summer work fa- 
tiguing. -Then there is little time "or inclina- " 
lion for recreation . or study. -A business 
resting : upon such intricate foundations as 
this surely needs careful thought and study 
for its prosecution. Winter is then the time 
for study. Get all the agricultural publica- 
tions available and go over them'carefully 
•with the .purpose/qf ascertaining1: whether or 
not there is some, crop more profitable than 
the one last grown, or that there is some 
.better .rotation to.be practiced, or some man- 
ner to increase crop or money yields. The 
farm should be made to contribute to the 
higher life of its occupants as .well as to 
their material needs. It can best do that 
during the leisure hours of winter.

LAT^FALL PLOWING 
BY AN OLD AGRICULTURIST. 


L 


ATE fall plowing in a few respects Is 


better than spring work. When I lived 


on tho prairie I made'it a duty to plow un- 
der some green plants every fall. 
I rea- 


soned that all plants derive a portion of their 
substance from the atmosphere; • that plunfs 
foliage added humus to the soil; that humus 
formed the soil into a spongelike condition 
•which would absorb moisture and retain it 
afterward, making the plowing under of 
tank plant growth three-fold at least in its 
benefits: 
' 


1. The plant added more to the soi 


than it had used in growing. 


2. That the foliage when turned under 
in the fall had the benefit of the fall rains 
and 
decomposition was hastened so tho 


spring crop plant could be nourished quickly 
and more richly. 


3. That the soil well supplied with hu 


mus. In a sweet condition, caused a rit-hfi" 
soup to be formed around each particle of 
matter so the tiny feeding rootlets received 
more nourishment through the entire grow- 
ing season. 


Spring plowing never had the same ef- 


fect. 
*• 


The depth you plow makes a great dif- 


ference In the root conditions.. Cramr--' •.•"<••'s 
give-a thin, cramped plant. Then. too. the 
depth of the plowing should be gradually 
lowered each 'season, until at least nine

OU have a horse, for Instance, suffering 


with a nasal discharge, swollen glands, 


losing flesh, or, .whatsis still >more puzzling^ 
in an apparently-healthy condition. Neigh- 
bor A claims it is only distemper, while 
Neighbor B thinks it resembles glanders. 
You, 
who own the animal, together with 


thirty or forty other valuable horses, hesi- 
tate before requesting expert advice. In the 
meantime all the animals ;are running tb- 
. gether and while you have waited others 
become infected, and the earnings of half a 
lifetime isuddenly swept away.; The ;same 
story holds good in every -branch of the live 
stock business.

-Keep the car- 
casses of the ones that have died until a 
post-mortem can be made, throwing over a 
cover soaked In coal oil. if In summer, to 
keep flies away. Or burn completely or bury 
deep with coal oil or lime. 
Spray premises with a 5 per cent solution 


of formalin, being careful to first remove all 
litter and burn. If suspected, glanders, scrub 
out feed boxes,1 water 
troughs, harness, 


combs, brushes, etc. if hog cholera, the at- 
tendant Sybil-king among the diseased ones 
should not go near the healthy pigs. 


Whitewash Interior of barn, pens, etc.,

To obtain the best results it Is essential thai 
the animals purchased for the dairy should 
be of the 'strict dairy type and be made a 
permanent part of the farm live stock.

WINTER CARE OF POULTRY 


AVING settled all our birds In their new 


winter home, we must not think our 


responsibility for their comfort is at an end. 
Because we have made sure their houses are 
free from lice, ml tea and disease • germs/ 
: when we put the fowls in them in the fall. 
we must not expect them to stay rid of these 
.pests without an occasional cleaning up and 
disinfecting. 
The droppings should be re- 


moved at least once a week, and at each 
such cleaning of dropping . boards the roosts, 
dropping boards, perch rests and sides oC 
building adjacent 
to 
the .roosting ; place 


should ;be sprayed with a good -.lice killer. 
I use a great deal ot zenolium, ,as it does 
not stain the white "plumage of my birds. 


Carrying out the droppings and disin- 


fecting once a week is not the whole of our 
•work in the houses during the winter; nests 
and floors must needs be cleaned and sup- 
plied with fresh material occasionally. Young 
fowls sometimes ; do not;. take kindly to the 
perches in their new quarters. Night; after 
night for days in the fall we have to visit 
the houses after roosting time and pick up 
some of the youngsters that prefer huddling 
on the floor beneath the dropping boards and 
place them upon the. perches. :. The number 
of contrary ones 'lecrease ^each .ni^ht, until 
all -have learned to" seek the right roosting 
place without assistance. It Is with great 
satisfaction that one looks upon a nice flock 
of well-grown birds, ' cockerels and pullets, 
each sex in different yards and houses; .'the 
long season of hard • work in rearing them 
Is forgotten, -and only- the pride in their 
possession is the ruling thought.

God Offered Forgiveness to All Who

Hence there could have been no 
message sent to them, for if the mes- 
senger had come and had said, "Re- 
pent, and'live contrary to your fallen 
tastes and appetites," the people might 
properly enough have said, "Why, for 
what reason should we practice self- 
denial, self-restraint? Would it bring 
us any blessing of everlasting life or 
harmony with God?" The truthful an- 
swer would have been, "No, because 
you are already iinder a death sen- 
tence and alienated from God as sin 
ners." 
Hence, God merely overlooked or 


"winked" at the ignorance and super- 
stition of the period from Adam to the 


plans ill, 10; Revelation xx, 6. 


We have in the past made two seri- 


ous mistakes respecting the Divine pur- 
poses. One was that we assumed with- 
out Scriptural authority that the whole 
world is now on trial for eternal life. 
failing to see that it is merely the elect 
Church, the consecrated class. 
The 


other mistake is that we reasoned as 
though the Church were part of the 
world and, therefore, that the trial of 
the Church meant the trial of the 
world. But hearken to the Scriptures 
respecting the Church: "Ye are not of 
the world, even as / am not of the 
world;" "I have chosen you out of the 
world;" and again, "Let your light so 
slnne before men that they, seeing your

Enroute to yonr city, I visited Ath- 


ens. As I stood upon Mars Hill and 
made a short address, my mind revert- 
ed to the account of Saint Paul's 
preaching there, and I have chosen 
some of His words on that occasion as 
my text. As St. Paul made no impres- 
sion there it is quite improbable that 1 
made any. Indeed, the city today 
might well be described in the lan- 
guage of eighteen centuries ago, as 
wholly given up to idolatry. 


True, it is not today fashionable in 


civilized communities to worship im- 
ages; and yet in another sense it is 
still fashionable. There is still a great 
worship of man throughout the civil- 
i&d world, but in a different form 
from that of old. No longer do we bow 
before wooden images, but before in- 
ward images—the images of our minds, 
our mental aspirations—with some, 
wealth and fame;_ with others, ease 
and pleasure, and with still others, the 
creed idols of our forefathers, misera- 
ble misrepresentations of the true God. 


The Day of Judgment. 


Saint Paul on Mars Hill preached 


Jesus and. the resurrection—Jesus as 
the Redeemer from the death sentence, 
making possible the resurrection of the 
dead by satisfying the demands of Di- 
vine Law against the sinner—the resur- 
rection as the means or agency through 
which the blessing of the Savior's 
death will reach Adam and ail the 
families of the earth. As we follow 
Saint Paul's thought we will surely be 
blessed by his view of the Gospel. 


Addressing the Gentiles, the Apos- 


tle explains that for a long time God 
had "winked" at Polytheism and image 
worship, "but now," he says, "God 
commandeth all men everywhere to re- 
pent." 
Let us note the meaning of 


these words. How did God "wink" at 
sin and idolatry? And does He still 
"wink" at it? And' why did He change 
and when did He begin to command all 
men to repent? 
The answer is that for four thousand 


years idolatry prevailed 
and God 


"winked" at or took no notice of it. 
He did not "wink" at the idolaters' dy- 
ing in their ignorance and say to the 
devils, "Take these poor creatures who 
know no better! Roast them to all 
eternity!" 
Nothing of the kind. Our 


forefathers merely imagined that and 
Ijv false reasoning convinced them- 
selves, and twisted some texts of 
Scripture wliich they did not properly 
understand in support of this theory; 
and then they handed it down to us to 
our perplexity and to the testing of 
our faith in God. 


God "winked" at idolatry and sin 


for four thousand years in the sense 
of not noticing it. making no comment 
on it, sending no reproofs, leaving the 
heathen in their ignorance. The only 
exception to this was God's dealings 
with the little nation of Israel. To the 
Jews He gave a "Law Covenant which 
offered eternal life on the condition of 
their thorough obedience to the Divine 
law, 
the measure of a perfect man's 


ability, which they were unable to com- 
ply with; and hence they died tho same 
«s did the heathen. All went to the 
Bible hell—to the tomb—to sheol, to 
liatles, the state or condition of death— 
an unconscious state, a "sleep." 


Jesus the Redeemer. 


God was in no haste to send the Re- 


deemer: 4128 years elapsed before 
Jesus was born, and thirty years more 
before He began His ministry. Had 
it been true, as some aver, that mil- 
lions, for all those centuries were blind- 
ly stumbling into eternal torture for 
lack of a Divine revelation, we may be 
sure that our gracious God would not 
have left them without it. Who can 
think of a just and loving God :« 
winking at the going of millions of His 
creatures to eternal torture? But since 
they merely "fell asleep" in death. He 
could very well "wink" at the matter 
in view of His future plans, which we 
will consider shortly. 


The fact is that no real offer from 


death could possibly be made until the 
Redemption price had been provided 
for the original sin under which they 
were condemned to death. This is the 
Apostle's argument, viz.. that "now God 
cotuaiandeth nil men everywhere tore- 


Iquity—immediately the message went 
forth—God 
offered 
forgiveness 
and 


reconciliation to those who would be- 
lieve in Jesus and would accept the 
Divine terms 
Such have their sins; 


forgiven. Such may come back to fel- 
lowship with God. And, in the next 
Age, such may eventually attain full 
human perfection by restitution proc- 
esses, i\p, up to all that was lost in 
Adam and redeemed at Calvary. 


God'* Appointed Day. 


Let us note carefully what the Apos- 


tle says respecting God's appointed 
Day for the judging of the world. He 
says that the command to repent now 
goes forth to all men everywhere, "be- 
cause God hath appointed a [tuture] 
Day, in which He will judge the world." 
The Apostle does not refer to that Day 
as already begun, but as merely ap- 
pointed or arranged for in advance. He 
means that in arranging that "Jesus, 
by the grace of God, should taste death 
for every man," God was arranging 
that every man might have a judgment 
or a trial, to determine whether or not 
he will be worthy of this blessing 
which Jesus' death provides him an 
opportunity to secure. "The Day was 
future in Saint Paul's time, and it is 
still future, because God has other 
work which He proposes shall be ac- 
complished first, before the world's Day 
of Judgment or trial shall begin. 


The world's trial Day or period of 


judgment, or testing as to worthiness 
or unworthiness for everlasting life, 
will be one of the thousand-year days 
mentioned by Saint Peter, who said, 
"A day with the Lord is as a thou- 
sand years." The same period is call- 
ed elsewhere the "Day of Christ," the 
Day or period of Messiah's glorious 
reign. By the righteous ruling of His 
Kingdom, by the suppression of Satan 
and sin, and the scattering of dark- 
ness, ignorance and superstition, by 
the shining forth of the Sun of Right- 
eousness with Jiealing in its beams, 
that glorious Day will bring blessing 
to the world in general—opportunity 
for each individual to come into judg- 
ment or trial, the result of which will 
be either the reward of life everlast- 


Two Different Rewards. 


We should notice also the wide dif- 


ference between the reward promised 
the Church and that proffered the 
world. In both cases the reward will 
be everlasting life. In both cases this 
will mean full harmony with God, be- 


''All the wicked will God de- 


And again we read that "Who- 
cause 
stroy." 


ing or the punishment of death ever- 
lasting— "everlasting destruction from 
the presence of the Lord and from the 
glory of His power." 


That great thousand-year 
Day ia 


still future; and, meantime, the Apos- 
tle's words respecting mankind are 
still true: "The whole creation groan- 
eth and travaileth in pain together"— 
"waiting for the manifestation of the 
sons of God." (Romans viii, 22, 19.) 
If the nineteen centuries' delay in the 
introduction of this great Day seems 
long, let us not forget that it is less 
than half as long as the period which 
preceded— the period prior to the com- 
ing of Jesus and His dying, "the Just 
for the unjust." Nor is the entireipe- 
riod long from the Divine standpoint. 
For as the Prophet declares: "A thou- 
sand years in God's sight are but as 
yesterday," or even shorter, "as. a 
watch in the night." The six great 
Days of n thousand years each, in 
which sin and death have reigned, are 
to be followed by a great Sabbath of 
rest from evil— a thousand years of 
refreshment, remvigoration, upbuild- 
ing, restitution —Acts iii, 10-23. 


"The Mystery of God." 


The purpose of the nineteen centu- 


rifs between the time when Jesns died 
as man's Redeemer and the time when 
He will take His Throne as the Re- 
storer of Adam and his race is spoken 
of as a Mystery, because the great 
work of grace herein accomplished is 
measurably hidden from the world. 
The Jews do not understand it; they 
expected that Messiah's Kingdom and 
their own national exaltation would 
have come long ago. They cannot tell 
now why they have been for eighteen 
centuries outcast from the Divine fa- 
vor. It is a mystery to them. 


The Scriptures tell us who may 


know or understand this Mystery and 
when it will be finished. They say, 
'•The secret of the Lord is with them 
that feaf Him. and He will show them 
Ills Covenant." They tell us that in 
the days of the voice of the Seventh 
Angel, when he shall begin to sound, 
the mystery of God shall be finished," 
which He hath kept secret from the 
foundation of the world. Saint Paul 
refers to this mystery, saying that it 
was "hidden from past Ages and Dis- 
pensations." and that it "is now re- 
vealed to the saints." 
He explains 


soever hath the Son hath life, and 
whosoever hath not the Son shall not 
see life." So, then, the attainment of 
everlasting life, either by the Church 
class or by the world, will mean com- 
ing into full harmony with the heaven- 
ly Father and with the Lord Jesus, by 
the merit of Christ's sacrifice. It will 
mean a full turning away from sin 
and a full devotion to God and to right- 
eousness. 


The difference will toe as to nature. 


The reward for the world will be 
earthly nature, human nature, with 
everlasting life in an earthly Paradise 
ol- Eden—world-wide. Mankind never 
lost a spiritual or heavenly condition 
through Adam's disobedience, nor in 
any other manner. He never had such 
a condition or nature, or a right to it, 
that he could lose it.
